Some cows are aide to eat more of thia 


eottoiistM-d meal than others, bnt in any 
case as their milk decreases they must 
be given less meal. 


Ordinarily a cow should not have 


nioio than four quarts daily in cold 
weather and two quarts in warm weath- 
er. Kho can eat "hulls" with impunity, 
bnt three peeks daily is an abundant 
feed. In warm weather keep a mixed 
food on hand that the cow may have a 
change every few weoks, besides which 
she must have a little hay onc« a day 
and a tablt-spoonfnl of salt daily. This 
daily s-alt aids digestion and is bettor 
than heavy salting onco a week. 


This is a good mixed food : One-third 


oonimeal or peameal, one-third bruu, 
one third cottonseed meaL 


I have treated my cow in tho above 


manner for some timo, and tho result 
proved satisfactory iu every respect. 


I will now give my experience through 


tho severest winter known here in many 
years. 


I have Ixvn milking a cow with her 


second calf since Nov. 1, 1894. She is 
"common bred" stock, giving from 10 
to 1- quarts daily regularly, aud dur- 
ing the severe snow foil off only one 
quart per day. Her f.xid cost $3 per 
month, or about 10 cents per day. Why? 
Because. I used hulls and meal or a 
mixed food from the oil mills which 
consists of hulls and meul ground to- 
gether.

bailt on an excellent pattern. Ono more 
convenient for the storing and distribu- 
tion of food for live stock could not well 
be devised. 


H*lf«r. 


We most breed this calf into a cow in 


order that she may give a flow of milk 
at 3 yean of age and in order to get 
her into tbe habit of giving milk. The 
average man does not understand that a 
heifer must eat so as to furnish nutri- 
tion ont of her food for her own suste- 
nance first Here are 600 or 700 pounds 
that she most keep np to a temperature 
of 98 degrees or 99 degrees, or she dies. 
Yon saw how difficult it was to keep 
comfortable in this room when our stove 
had little coal. Imagine heifers placed 
in such difficult conditions, where the 
owner doea not build a fire to aid them 
in storing tip energy. What does the cow 
do? She consumes more fuel iu order to 
keep her temperature np to the proper 
point before she begins to use any to 
make milk. She has to have a mainte- 
nance ration. 


Now she has conceived, and it is na- 


ture's law to reproduce. Nature sacri- 
fices everything for that So the young 
calf must raise another calf in the 
uterus. She most maintain a heat up to 
100 degrees, or she dies. Some men 
treat these young heifers as though they 
were basswood Indians in front of a to- 
baooo store, with just about as cinch 
consideration. The next thing is the 
little calf drops a calf. If it comes from 
a good family, the man is likely to raise 
that calf. Now, as a rule, it should not 
be raised. It was merely a necessity to 
get the heifer started to give mi Ik. Milk 
the heifer three months. She is turn- 
ed out on fair grass very likely early in 
May. In June she is asked to give an- 
other calf and is bred again. Then yon 
ask her to give milk. Yon are disap- 
pointed if you don't got from one-half 
to one pound of butter. And then you 
want her to grow. There is a threefold 
demand made on this heifer. I appeal 
to you. gentlemen, we ait) asking that 
heifer to do too much, to perpetuate her- 
self with all these demands upon bur. 


Suppose she is now U years old. She 


gives a large quantity of butter. Yon 
ask her to still retain sufficient vigor to 
transmit to her offspring all of her good 
qualities and a little more. If that cow 
has been engaged iu her business of giv- 
ing milk, she is nervous ; she has com- 
paratively little force which comes from 
muscle and energy. How are we going 
to get that force? Why, through the 
male. He has a life of comparative ease 
aud is the proper bank from which to 
draw. His physical organization is not 
all milked away. Yon will agree with 
me that he should b@ iu tlio highest pos- 
sible physical condition in order to over- 
come this difficulty we have with the 
dam. — Professor Roberta. 


Which Pay* Bertt 


To prove which is the more profitable 


market, the creamery or a milk associa- 
tion, in Pbiladlephia two dairymen re- 
ported to Dr. A. T. Isuale mouth by 
mouth, one sending his milk to Phila- 
delphia, the other to a creamery which 
paid by test The one sent 38,214 quarts 
of milk to Philadelphia, for which he 
received 3.1 cents per quart, or $1,027.- 
83, the milk averaging 4.8 per cent of 
fat for the year. The other sent 83,ai4 
quarts of 5 per cent milk to the cream- 
ery, receiving $1,076.84. Had the first 
sent his 4.3 milk to the creamery he 
wonld have lost $101.04, and had the 
second sent his 5 per cent milk to tho 
city be wonld have lost $49.63. "That 
is," said Dr. Neale, "in the city trade 
ao distinction in price is made between 
a product with 6 per cent and one with 
4.3 per cent of butter, yet in 83,214 
quarto of milk this difference on a 
creamery basis represent* $150.67."— 
Philadelphia Ledger. 


Oleo €>•«• Down Hill. 


It seems that tlio manufacture of oleo- 


margarine is falling off. This is dne no 
doubt to the recent legislation and the 
disposition of producers of butter to 
watch the selling of oleo very closely. 
Daring April only 40,750 50 pound tubs 
were turned ont at Chicago against 67,- 
887 for April, 1804. Daring the past ten 
months of the fiscal year 680,961 tubs 
have been manufactured against 705,-

For some 
years past Germantowu (Pa.) planters 
have simply incased the truuks of their 
tret* as high as a horse can reach with 
galvanized iron uettiiig aud attached it 
no that it could be let out a little as the 
tree grows. 


That this practice is not peculiar to 


Germautown i* proved by the publica- 
tion of a circular by the Tree Planting 
society of Brooklyn, which recommends 
this very thing and illustrates it as well. 


Me«han's Monthly, which approves 


of the wire guard, makes tha following 
comment on staking: 


A stake planted firmly in the ground 


will often lead to a rubbing as badly as 
•When protected by au old fashioned 
"guard." 
A tree properly planted 


never ueeda a stake. If the earth bo 
properly pounded in about the rrx>ts of a 
transplanted tree, it will never blow 
over, and if all the crevices have been 
properly filled the tree cannot settle ono 
side more than another after or daring 
a rainstorm. 
If a transplanted tree 


leans to one side after planting and leans 
eubst<qneutly under a storm, it is good 
evidence either that the mw had not 
been dug for transplanting with all the 
roots it should have had, or that the 
earth had not bet-n pn.ijiorly packed 
about the root sand pounded iu as iirmly 
as good planting required.

The cigivr case U>:ir"r is u now enemy 


to the fruit grower. As di^xirilK-d in bul- 
letin t'3 <»{ C\ir«ell univtrsity exj>eri- 
luent Kt^tn.n, it i.s tlu- larva of a moth 
very like Uu buil moUi, untl the tvvo are 
often touml t"ir<;thcr in thosamo orchards 
iu western New York. The insect is 
very small, but can be seen bc«t when 
envulopfd iu it-s swoud cijjar shaped 
case, which it makes sixiu after the 
leaves open iu May. It is entirely pro- 
tected by this except its head, which it 
buries in the tender foliago. The ninths 
emerge from the cases between Juno '23 
and July 15, when they lay their eggs 
in the hairs on the under side of leaves. 
The young larva* hatch in two or three 
weeks, and at once bogin the oonstrno- 
tiou of a case for winte.r, which by the 
middle of September they have attaciieil 
to the twigs ui» the*-uds of thebrauches, 
where they remain until the buds break 
into leaves in the spring. 


Paris green, with the bordeaux mix- 


ture, will kill them if applied just at 
the time the buds are breaking. There 
should bo two applications, as new sur- 
faces of leaves are formed rapidly. This 
is a little later than the best time to 
apply paris green for the bud moth. A 
spray of kerosene emulsion applied when 
the caterpillars are most active alsQ de- 
stroys many of them. It should be made 
pretty strong, or diluted with nine parts 
of water. This also will destroy tbn 
nymphs of the pear psylla, which is a 
much dreaded enemy of the pear grower. 


The Blackberry Cue*. 


Whether to remove the old cans after 


fruiting or leave them until next spring 
ia yet the question. According to Amer- 
ican Gardening, "when the bushes are 
beaded back eafly and thus induced to 
assume a self supporting, pyramidal 
form, the old caues may be cut out im- 
mediately after the last picking. This 
should also be done if the canes were 
not trimmed, but are to be laid down 
during winter. Otherwise it is often 
preferable to leave the old wood iu or- 
der to give support and protection to the 
young canes during the winds and snows 
of tbe coming winter."

Time to Cat Grain. 


All grain should b« cut before becom- 


ing dead ripe. While the stalk is most- 
ly green, with only a little turned yel- 
low, 
all the nourishment that the plant 


will get from the root is then in the 
stalk. It will be better need fur filling 
out the grain. This is especially true of 
the barley crop. We have seen a differ- 
ence of two or three pounds weight per 
bushel made between barley cut early 
aud that which waited until dead ripe. 
It is very difficult to make the six rowed 
barley hold out to standard weight ex- 
cept when cut while green. Late cut 
barley is also much more likely to be 
Etaiut-d. 
Even the dews will stain bar- 


ley when loft standing uutil fully ripe, 
while barley that was cut while greoii 
took scarcely any staiu if the rain fell 
soon after cutting and before it had 
dried. 
The only use for grain where it 


is reckoned best to leave it until it is 
fully ripe is for eeetl. 
That is because 


grain cut green is usually put into mow 
or stack before it is dry and beuts too 
much either there or in the bin after 
thrashing, and thus injures its vitality. 
Wiiiter'praiu that has to be gown in tho 
fall is better to bo fully rii>eued before 
it is cut, and even then it is hard to get 
it thoroughly dried Ixtfore sowing time. 
— American Cultivator.

1. A silo the size yon mention would 


hold about ISO tons. Allowing five tons 
to the cow for J so days of feeding, such 
a siio would huJd, if well filled, a suffi- 
cient supply. 


2. This matter of uncovering the en- 


silage should be governed very much by 
the state of temperature uud the number 
of cattle to be fed from the silo. If the 
weather is cold enough to chock fermen- 
tation, then a larger surface may be un- 
covered and a corresponding thin layer 
of ensilage taken off each day. If the 
weather is warm, a lesser space should 
be exposed to the air and the ensilage 
taken deeper. It should always be un- 
derstood that uncovering a silo is like 
uncovering a can of fruit or vegetables. 
If you uncover a large can, yon must 
use the contents faster, or it will spoil. 
Enfilade is canned com fodder. A little 
study of the principles involved and a 
graduating good sense and skill will do 
the work right.

But no dairyman 
who understands his best interest should 
keep cows iu a stable that freezes. 


6. Posts set as you describe we would 


not recommend. The better way is to 
lay a foundation wall with a good sill 8 
by 8 thereon and studding set 12 inches 
apart. It is worth while to cov«r the 
outside of the studding with good stuff, 
as that makes an additional dead air 
chamber and helps greatly to prevent 
freezing. As a makeshift such a »ilo ss 
you wish to build might do if the posts 
were set in the ground thick enough to 
prevent bulging of the sides. In build- 
ing a silo one thought must govern all 
the time. It must bo air tight when 
built arid stay RO \vhen in use. We doubt 
very much whether it would be good 
economy to build the silo as yon pro- 
pose, but think it better to wait until 
the barn ia built and then put it in 
right
